THE  DUBLIN  TOWN  HALL  with  its  handsome  new  lettering  above  the  porch. 

The  Town  Hall's  first  sign,  given  by  Tom  and  Story  Wright,  was  painted 
in  1984  by  Malcolm  MacKenzie  of  Keene  to  a  design  by  architect  Richard 
Monahon,  Jr.  It  adds  an  appropriate  finishing  touch  to  the  1982-83 
rehabilitation  that  marked  the  building's  100th  birthday.  The  renova- 
tion, combined  with  restoration  of  its  fine  interior  features,  included 
rearrangement  of  town  offices,  revived  use  of  the  top  floor  auditorium, 
conversion  of  the  basement  to  a  fine  new  meeting  room,  and  installation 
of  a  kitchen  and  new  bathrooms.  The  attractive  remodeling,  a  source 
of  pride  to  the  whole  town,  was  made  possible  by  the  Friends  of  the 
Town  Hall,  under  chairman  Lucy  Shonk,  and  by  contributions  from  305 
citizens  and  local  organizations. 

The  Town  Hall,  the  only  Victorian  style  municipal  building  in  the 
Monadnock  Region,  was  recently  placed  on  the  National  Register  of  His- 
toric Places  along  with  many  of  the  town's  other  landmark  buildings, 
including  two  historic  districts.  Built  in  1881-82  and  designed  by 
Arthur  Rotch  of  Boston,  it  was  probably  the  first  structure  in  Dublin 
designed  by  a  professional  architect.  Its  facade  was  remodeled  in  1916 
by  John  Laurence  Mauran,  a  summer  resident  and  president  of  the  American 
Institute  of  Architects.  Richard  Monahon,  Jr.,  architect  of  Peter- 
borough, designed  the  new  centennial  renovations.

AGAINST. 

ARTICLE  29:  Moved  that  the  Town  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to 
accept  Legacies  and  Gifts  to  the  Town  in  trust  or  otherwise  by  any 
individual  or  individuals  or  corporations.   Carried.

In  our  opinion,  except  that  omission  of  the  General  Fixed  Asset  Group  of 
Accounts  results  in  an  incomplete  presentation,  as  explained  in  the  above 
paragraph,  the  combined  financial  statements  and  the  combining  fund  and 
account  group  financial  statements  referred  to  above  present  fairly  the 
financial  position  of  the  Town  of  Dublin,  New  Hampshire  at  December  31,  1984, 
and  the  results  of  its  operations  for  the  year  then  ended,  in  conformity  with 
generally  accepted  accounting  principles  applied  on  a  basis  consistent  with 
that  of  the  preceding  year. 

Our  examination  was  made  for  the  purpose  of  forming  an  opinion  on  the  combined 
financial  statements  taken  as  a  whole  and  on  the  combining  fund  and  account 
group  financial  statements.   The  accompanying  financial  information  listed  as 
supplemental  schedules  in  the  table  of  contents  is  presented  for  purposes  of 
additional  analysis  and  is  not  a  required  part  of  the  combined  financial 
statements  of  the  Town  of  Dublin,  New  Hampshire.   The  information  has  been 
subjected  to  the  auditing  procedures  applied  in  the  examination  of  the 
combined  and  combining  fund  and  account  group  financial  statements  and,  in  our 
opinion,  is  fairly  stated  in  all  material  respects  in  relation  to  the  combined 
financial  statements  taken  as  a  whole.

NOTE  1  -   SUMMARY  OF  SIGNIFICANT  ACCOUNTING  POLICIES 

The  following  is  a  summary  of  significant  accounting  policies 
employed  in  the  preparation  of  these  financial  statements. 

A .  Fund  Accounting 

The  accounts  of  the  Town  are  organized  on  the  basis  of  funds  or 
account  groups,  each  of  which  is  considered  a  separate  accounting 
entity.   The  operations  of  each  fund  are  accounted  for  with  a  separate 
set  of  self-balancing  accounts  that  comprise  its  assets,  liabilities, 
fund  equity,  revenues,  and  expenditures,  as  appropriate.   Government 
resources  are  allocated  to  and  accounted  for  in  individual  funds  based 
upon  the  purposes  for  which  they  are  to  be  spent  and  the  means  by 
which  spending  activities  are  controlled.   The  various  funds  are 
group  'd  by  type  in  the  financial  statements.   The  following  fund  types 
and  account  groups  are  used  by  the  Town. 

GOVERNMENTAL  FUNDS 

General  Fund  -  The  General  Fund  is  the  general  operating  fund  of  the 
Town.   All  general  tax  revenues  and  other  receipts  that  are  not 
allocated  by  law  or  contractual  agreement  to  another  fund  are 
accounted  for  in  this  fund.   From  the  fund  are  paid  the  general 
operating  expenditures,  the  fixed  charges,  and  the  capital  improvement 
costs  that  are  not  paid  through  other  funds. 

Special  Revenue  Funds  -  Special  Revenue  Funds  are  used  to  account  for 
the  proceeds  of  specific  revenue  sources  (other  than  expendable  trust 
or  major  capital  projects)  requiring  separate  accounting  because  of 
legal  or  regulatory  provisions  or  administrative  action.   Included  in 
this  fund  type  are  Federal  Revenue  Sharing,  Town  Hall  Restoration, 
Conservation  Commission  and  Special  Police  Donations  funds. 

FIDUCIARY  FUNDS 


Trust  Funds  -  Trust  Funds  are  used  to  account  for  the  assets  held  in 
trust  by  the  Town  for  others. 

Account  Groups  (Fixed  Assets  and  Long-Term  Liabilities) 

All  governmental  funds  and  expendable  trust  funds  are  accounted  for  on 
a  spending  or  "financial  flow"  measurement  focus.   This  means  that 
only  current  assets  and  current  liabilities  are  generally  included  on 
their  balance  sheets.   Their  reported  fund  balance  (net  current 
assets)  is  considered  a  measure  of  "available  spendable  resources  . 
Governmental  fund  operating  statements  present  increases  (revenues  and 
other  financing  sources)  and  decreases  (expenditures  and  other  uses)

in  net  current  assets.   Accordingly,  they  are  said  to  present  a 
summary  of  sources  and  uses  of  available  spendable  resources  during  a 
period  . 

General  fixed  assets  have  been  acquired  for  general  governmental 
purposes  and  have  been  recorded  as  expenditures  in  the  fund  making  the 
expenditure.   These  expenditures  are  required  to  be  capitalized  at 
historical  cost  in  a  General  Fixed  Asset  Group  of  Accounts  for 
accountability  purposes.   In  accordance  with  the  practices  followed  by 
other  municipal  entities  in  the  State,  the  Town  does  not  maintain  a 
record  of  its  general  fixed  assets  and  accordingly,  a  statement  of 
general  fixed  assets,  required  by  generally  accepted  accounting 
principles,  is  not  included  in  this  financial  report. 

Long-term  liabilities  expected  to  be  financed  from  governmental  funds 
are  accounted  for  in  the  General  Long-Term  Debt  Account  Group.   This 
account  group  is  not  a  fund.   It  is  concerned  only  with  the 
measurement  of  financial  position  and  not  results  of  operations. 
Since  they  do  not  affect  net  current  assets,  such  long-term 
liabilities  are  not  recognized  as  governmental  fund  type  liabilities. 
They  are  instead  reported  as  liabilities  in  the  General  Long-Term  Debt 
Account  Group. 

Basis  of  Accounting 

The  accounts  of  the  General,  Special  Revenue,  and  Expendable  Trust 
Funds  are  maintained  and  reported  on  the  modified  accrual  basis  of 
accounting.   Under  the  modified  accrual  basis  of  accounting,  sources 
of  financial  resources  and  assets  are  recognized  when  measurable  and 
available  to  finance  operations  during  the  year.   Uses  of  financial 
resources  and  liabilities  are  recognized  when  obligations  are  incurred 
from  receipt  of  goods  and  services,  when  assessments  are  made  by  the 
State  or  in  the  case  of  judgments  and  claims  against  the  Town,  when 
there  is  a  probability  that  such  judgments  and  claims  will  result  in 
liabilities,  the  amounts  of  which  can  be  reasonably  estimated. 
Exceptions  to  this  general  rule  include:  1)  accumulated  unpaid 
vacation  and  sick  pay,  and  2)  principal  and  interest  on  general 
long-term  debt  which  is  recognized  when  due.   All  Nonexpendable  Trust 
funds  are  accounted  for  using  the  accrual  basis  of  accounting.

D .  Budgetary  Accounting 

General  governmental  revenues  and  expenditures  accounted  for  in 
budgetary  funds  are  controlled  by  a  formal  integrated  budgetary 
accounting  system  in  accordance  with  various  legal  requirements  which 
govern  the  Town's  operations.   However,  contrary  to  generally  accepted 
accounting  principles,  it  has  not  been  the  practice  of  the  Town  to 
adopt  an  annual  budget  for  all  Special  Revenue  funds.   The  Town  budget 
represents  departmental  appropriations  as  authorized  by  annual  or 
special  town  meetings.   The  Selectmen  may  transfer  funds  between 
operating  categories  as  they  deem  necessary.   State  Statutes  require 
balanced  budgets  but  provide  for  the  use  of  beginning  fund  balance  to 
achieve  that  end.   In  1984,  the  beginning  fund  balance  was  applied  as 
f ol lovs :

E .  Encumbrances 

Encumbrance  accounting,  under  which  purchase  orders,  contracts,  and 
continuing  appropriations  (certain  projects  and  specific  items  not 
fully  expended  at  year-end)  are  recognized,  is  employed  in  the 
governmental  funds.   Encumbrances  are  not  the  equivalent  of 
expenditures;  and  are  therefore  reported  as  part  of  the  fund  balance 
at  December  31  and  are  carried  forward  to  supplement  appropriations  of 
the  subsequent  year.   The  reserve  for  encumbrances  at  December  31 
consists  of  the  following:

F .  Investments

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G .  Inventories 

Inventory  in  the  General  and  Special  Revenue  funds  consists  of 
expendable  supplies  held  for  consumption.   The  cost  thereof  has  been 
recorded  as  an  expenditure  at  the  time  individual  inventory  items  were 
purchased  . 

H .  Accumulated  Unpaid  Vacation  and  Sick  Pay 

Accumulated  unpiiid  vacation  and  sick  pay  is  not  accrued  in  the 
governmental  fui.  is  using  the  modified  accrual  basis  of  accounting. 
Employees  may  accumulate  ninety  days  sick  leave  at  a  rate  of  1-1/4 
days  per  month. 

Vacation  is  granted  in  varying  amounts  based  on  length  of  service. 
Vacation  pay  accumulation  does  not  exceed  a  normal  year's 
allowance.   Accumulated  sick  leave  is  indeterminable. 

I.  Taxes  Collected  For  Others  '' 


The  property  taxes  collected  by  the  Town  include  taxes  levied  for  the 
Contoocook  Valley  School  District  and  Cheshire  County  which  are 
remitted  to  these  governmental  units  as  required  by  law.   The  ultimate 
responsibility  for  the  collection  of  taxes  rests  with  the  Town.   The 
payments  are  recorded  in  the  general  fund  as  intergovernmental 
transfers . 

J .  Property  Taxes 

The  National  Council  on  Governmental  Accounting,  Interpretation  3, 
referring  to  property  tax  revenue  recognition,  requires  disclosure  if 
property  taxes  receivable,  which  are  to  be  collected  beyond  a  period 
of  60  days  subsequent  to  December  31,  1984,  are  recognized  on  the 
balance  sheet  and  not  reserved.   In  accordance  with  the  practice 
followed  by  other  municipal  entities  in  the  State  of  New  Hampshire, 
the  Town  of  Dublin  annually  recognizes,  without  reserve,  all  tax 
receivables  at  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year.   The  Town  feels  this 
practice  of  accrual  is  justified  as  it  more  appropriately  matches  the 
liability  to  the  school  district  entity  at  December  31,  with 
collections  which  are  intended  to  finance  these  payments  through  June 
30  of  the  following  year. 

Annually,  the  Town  establishes  and  raises  through  taxation  an  amount 
for  abatements  and  refunds  of  property  and  resident  taxes,  known  as 
overlay.   All  abatements  and  refunds  are  charged  to  this  account.   The 
amount  raised  in  1984  was  $23,228  and  expenditures  amounted  to  $3,144. 
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As  prescribed  by  law,  the  Tax  Collector  sells  at  tax  sale  all 
uncollected  property  taxes  in  the  following  year  after  taxes  are  due. 
The  purchaser  at  tax  sale  has  a  priority  tax  lien  on  these  properties 
and  accrues  interest  at  18%  per  annum.   Delinquent  taxpayers  must 
redeem  property  from  tax  sale  purchasers. 

Property  is  sold  to  the  party  who  will  accept  a  lien  for  the  least 
undivided  interest  in  the  property  for  payment  of  taxes  and  related 
costs  due.   If  property  is  not  redeemed  within  the  two  year  redemption 
period,  the  property  is  tax-deeded  to  the  lien  holder. 

K .  Interfund  Transactions 

During  the  course  of  normal  operations,  the  Town  has  numerous 
transactions  between  funds,  including  expenditures  and  transfers  of 
resources  to  provide  services  and  fund  capital  outlay.   The 
accompanying  governmental  and  fiduciary  fund  financial  statements 
reflect  such  transactions  as  transfers.

NOTE  4  -   PENSION  PLAN

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REPORT  OF  THE  BUDGET  COMMITTEE 

The  Dublin  Budget  Committee  met  three  times  between  the  March  1984 
Town  Meeting  and  October  for  quarterly  reviews  of  Town  expenditures 
and  to  get  organized.  At  the  May  17th  meeting,  the  Committee  accepted 
with  regret  C.  Mitchell  Wenigmann's  resignation  as  a  Committee  member. 
On  May  30th-,  Kenneth  C.  Brighton  was  appointed  by  the  Town  Moderator, 
C.R.  Trowbridge,  to  fill  the  vacancy.  At  the  August  7th  meeting, 
Julien  McKee  and  Adele  Knight  were  elected  Chairman  and  Secretary  res- 
pectively, of  the  Committee. 

On  October  23rd,  the  Committee  started  meeting  with  department  heads 
in  order  to  develop  the  1985  budget.  By  year  end,  the  Committee  had 
heard  from  all  of  them.  It  will  meet  several  times  in  January  to  fi- 
nalize the  budget  before  presenting  it  to  the  Town  at  the  Public  Hear- 
ing on  it  that  must  be  held  before  Town  Meeting. 

This  year  the  Budget  Committee  was  helped  in  its  deliberations  by  a 
preliminary  report  of  the  Wage  and  Salary  Committee  appointed  by  the 
Selectmen  to  check  base  wages  and  benefits  and  how  increases  are  han- 
dled in  a  number  of  nearby  towns.  The  Budget  Committee  thought  this 
report  was  superlative,  commends  the  Wage  and  Salary  Committee  and 
recommends  that  the  Selectmen  keep  such  a  committee  in  place  and  get 
annual  updates  from  it. 

The  Budget  Committee  would  like  Department  Heads  to  move  as  quickly 
as  possible  to  get  things  they  have  requested  and  complete  projects 
they  wish  to  undertake  once  funds  for  such  purposes  have  been  voted 
at  Town  Meeting. 

The  Committee  welcomes  this  opportunity  to  thank  Bob  Krogman ,  Select- 
men's representative  to  the  Committeee,  for  his  time  and  support  and 
to  thank  department  heads  and  the  Selectmen  for  their  cooperation  and 
effective  work  in  keeping  costs  down.

Site  Plan  Review  Regulations  were  initiated  by  the  Board  in  1983. 
At  the  1984  Town  Meeting,  the  Town  voted  to  authorize  the  Board  "to 
review,  and  approve  or  disapprove,  site  plans  for  the  development  of 
tracts  for  nonresidential  uses..."  in  accordance  with  RSA  674:43. 
Regulations  were  finalized,  and  a  public  hearing  held  on  May  17,  1984. 
The  Board  unanimously  approved  the  Proposed  Site  Plan  Review  Regula- 
tions for  Nonresidential  Development  dated  April  28,  1984.  Copies 
were  furnished  the  Selectmen,  Town  Clerk,  and  Cheshire  County  Regi- 
strar.  Printing  and  distribution,  as  applicable,  was  accomplished. 

Close  coordination  with  the  Board  of  Adjustment  has  been  maintain- 
ed concerning  requests  for  special  exceptions  and  variances,  as  well 
as  recommended  changes  to  the  Zoning  Ordinances.  Joint  meetings  have 
been  held  where  applicable  to  speed  decisions  and  eliminate  duplication 
of  effort. 

The  Board  considered  a  request  by  John  (Tom)  Giblin  to  the  Board 
of  Adjustment  for  a  special  exception  to  sell  the  gravel  that  will 
be  generated  in  his  construction  of  an  agricultural  pond  on  his  land 
on  Upper  Jaffrey  Road.    It  was  determined  that  the  construction  of 
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the  pond  was  incidental  to  agriculture,  and  thus  permitted  under  RSA 
155-E.  The  Board  so  notified  the  Board  of  Adjustment,  and  Mr.  Giblin 
of  conditions  imposed  on  him,  including  timetable  for  review,  working 
hours  of  the  gravel,  slope  conditions,  and  an  8  foot  average  depth 
of  the  pond. 

Dublin,  as  an  active  member  of  the  Southwest  Region  Planning  Com- 
mission, receives  technical  advice  and  assistance  through  the  Commis- 
sion's professional  staff.  The  Commission  is  always  most  helpful  to 
answer  questions,  and  provide  help  in  drafting  zoning  ordinances  and 
planning  regulations  pertaining  to  all  the  land  use  boards.  The  Com- 
mission has  provided  staff  support  for  the  Southwest  Solid  Waste  Man- 
agement District  with  funds  and  professional  assistance.  Preparations 
are  underway  for  printing  of  the  1984  Town  Report  by  the  Commission. 
The  Cooperative  Purchasing  program,  and  computer  support,  are  also 
available  to  the  Town  through  the  Commission. 

The  Planning  Board  meets  the  first  and  third  Thursdays  of  each 
month  at  7:30  p.m.  in  the  Town  Hall.  All  meetings  are  open  public 
hearings,  and  everyone  is  welcome  to  attend.

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HIGHWAY  DEPARTMENT 

As  usual,  1984  started  with  plowing,  sanding  and  salting.  Roads  were 
graveled,  graded;  ditches  cleaned,  and  some  culverts  replaced. 

The  bridge  on  the  Goldmine  Road  was  rebuilt  with  twin  culverts  and 
cement  walls.  The  surface  repaved,  and  the  slopes  graded,  and  loam 
seeded.  Marker  posts  were  placed  for  safety.  Because  of  all  the  in- 
terference from  the  Conservation  Committee  there  were  needless  delays, 
which  didn't  help  in  any  way  get  the  project  done  any  faster  or  chea- 
per. I  feel  that  if  they  don't  know  the  regulations  they  should  quit 
or  the  committee  abolished  as  there  were  unjust  delays  to  this  project. 

I  would  like  to  thank  those  in  town  that  have  given  me  support  and 
cooperation  this  past  year.

Surprisingly,  with  all  the  publicity  concerning  increased  DWI 
patrols,  we  are  saddened  to  report  4  motor  vehicle  fatalities  in  1984, 
3  of  which  were  alcohol  related.  Overall,  motor  vehicle  accidents 
were  down  10%,  with  337=  fewer  injuries  (46  and  24  respectively).  We 
arrested  a  total  of  19  operators  for  DWI,  up  20%  from  1983. 

We  are  pleased  to  report  that  the  new  radios  (base  and  portable) 
are  a  big  asset  to  the  department,  as  is  the  new  traffic  radar  unit 
which  has  been  in  frequent  use  on  our  roadways.  Unfortunately,  it 
seems  the  general  public  is  increasingly  prone  to  driving  at  speeds 
in  excess  of  posted  limits. 

In  general,  other  crimes  are  down  in  numbers  from  1983,  which 
we  still  believe  is  a  direct  result  of  continuous  patrol  and  officer 
visibility.  Considerable  effort  and  time  is  spent  checking  the  remote 
areas  of  town,  as  well  as  the  highways. 

Gary  Carpenter  has  joined  DPD  as  a  Special  Officer.  Gary  has 
3  years  experience  in  law  enforcement,  and  is  a  welcome  addition  to 
our  staff. 

We  will  be  continuing  our  training  program  to  meet  the  escalating 
requirements  of  certification  by  the  New  Hampshire  Police  Training 
&  Standards.  Because  of  the  difficulty  in  recruiting  certified  Special 
Officers,  DPD  is  requesting  an  increase  in  their  hourly  rate  of  pay 
this  year  to  bring  our  pay  scale  in  line  with  area  police  agencies. 

In  summary,  with  the  exceptions  noted  in  the  first  paragraph  of 
this  report,  we  feel  1984  ended  on  a  good  note.  As  always,  we  acknow- 
ledge the  assistance  from,  and  express  our  appreciation  to,  all  those 
agencies  -  police,  fire,  and  municipal  -  which  have  helped  to  make 
our  job  easier.  And,  of  course,  we  thank  our  Selectmen  and  townspeople 
for  their  kind  trust  and  support.  We  consider  it  a  privilege  to  serve 
the  Town  of  Dublin.

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CONVAL  SCHOOL  REPORT 


The  past  year  has  been  a  very  busy  one  for  the  Conval  School  District. 
At  the  SAU  level,  we  hired  a  new  Business  Manager  in  October  1984, 
and  a  new  Assistant  Superintendent  in  March  1984.   Both  people  have 
fitted  into  the  organization  very  well  and  their  efforts  are  greatly 
appreciated. 

In  the  Conval  District,  itself,  we  negotiated  a  new  three  year  Master 
Contract  with  the  teachers  which  included  a  two  year  economic  settle- 
ment. Negotiations  were  long  and  difficult,  but  both  sides  felt  a 
real  sense  of  accomplishment  at  the  end. 

We  hired  Charles  Hedzel  as  a  Co-ordinator  of  Instruction  for  the  Dis- 
trict this  fall  after  a  lengthy  search.  This  position  will  enable 
us  to  ensure  equality  of  education  throughout  the  District  as  well 
as  making  sure  that  our  curriculum  is  studied  and  upgraded  so  that 
new  programs  can  be  started  and  old  programs  which  are  no  longer  valid 
can  be  dropped.  It  is  a  position  which,  I  feel  was  long  overdue  in 
a  District  as  geographically  spread  out  as  Conval. 

We  also  hired  an  Assistant  Principal  for  the  Conval  High  School  who 
started  working  in  July. 

In  Dublin,  itself,  we  had  new  lights  installed  in  the  gym,  hallway, 
and  stage  area.  Many  other  small  maintenance  projects  which  make  the 
building  more  pleasant  for  all  were  also  accomplished. 

We  unfortunately  lost  Dick  Danning,  our  Teaching  Principal,  after  many 
years  of  fine  service  to  our  community.   We  are  fortunate,  however, 
to  have  Char  Forsten  in  Dublin.   She  took  over  as  Teaching  Principal 
and  is  doing  an  excellent  job.

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SOLID  WASTE  COMMITTEE 


During  1984,  the  Solid  Waste  Committee  continued  its  work  in  closing 
the  landfill  by  October  1,  1984,  and  finalize  capping  by  Spring  of  1985. 
We,  additionally,  made  important  contributions  on  a  regional  scale  in 
progressing  towards  a  long  term  and  final  solid  waste  disposal  solution. 
Our  objective  of  being  857o-907o  complete  with  respect  to  closing  the 
Town  landfill  by  December  31,  1984  was  met.   The  Committee  also  worked 
closely  with  the  Town  Selectmen  and  Road  Agent  in  developing  updated 
administrative  procedures  and  regulations  which  should  improve  the  over- 
all operating  efficiency  of  the  Town's  solid  waste  disposal  efforts. 
Specific  accomplishments  include: 

Landfill/Transfer  Station 

Conducted  soils  testing  to  verify  the  acceptable  impermeability  of  on- 
site  materials  proposed  to  the  State  for  capping. 

Received,  after  intensive  negotiations,  technical  approval  from  the 
State  of  our  closure  plan  submitted  on  November  3,  1983. 

Solicited  bids  for,  and  established  a  contract  for,  hauling  of  Town 
solid  waste  to  the  Jaffrey  landfill.  A  three  year  contract  was  awarded 
to  Community  Sanitation  of  Peterborough  for  this  work. 

Met  the  schedule  date  of  October  1st  for  officially  closing  the  land- 
fill and  commencing  transfer  station  operations.  A  compactor  was  in- 
stalled and  the  transition  was  a  smooth  one. 

Solicited  and  evaluated  bids  for  excavation  work  related  to  capping 
the  landfill.  A  $25,000  contract  was  awarded  to  the  A.E.  Hill  Company 
of  Keene  and  approximately  857o  of  this  work  is  complete. 

Solicited  and  evaluated  bids  for  technical  engineering  support  associ- 
ated with  the  capping  effort.  A  $2,000  contract  was  awarded  to  the 
Roy  R.  Weston  Engineering  Company  of  Concord  which  is  now  complete. 
Their  technical  concurrence  of  the  work's  acceptability  has  been  re- 
ceived and  forwarded  to  the  State. 

Pumped  and  flushed  groundwater  test  wells  around  the  landfill's  peri- 
phery and  water  test  samples  taken. 

Installed  methane  gas  vent  pipes  over  the  capped  area  in  accordance 
with  our  closure  plan. 

Recommended  and  received  approval  of  a  written  job  description  for  the 
transfer  station  attendant. 

Recommended  and  received  approval  of  an  updated  set  of  regulations  re- 
lating to  the  transfer  station. 
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Regional 

Developed  and  sponsored  the  resolution  which  called  for  the  establish- 
ment of  a  task  force  to  make  specific  recommendations  to  the  Southwest 
District  relating  to  developing  a  long  term  solid  waste  disposal  solu- 
tion.  This  resolution  was  adopted  by  the  District. 

Served  (J.  Sovik)  on  the  task  force  which  recommended  that  Consumat 
Systems  of  Virginia  be  named  as  a  "preferred"  supplier  of  a  waste-to- 
energy  plant  and  that  negotiations  be  initiated.  The  District  accepted 
the  recommendation  and  a  conditional  letter  of  intent  was  issued  to 
Consumat . 

Recommended  that  Dublin  issue  a  non-binding  memorandum  of  understanding 
to  Consumat  outlining  our  desire  to  participate  in  a  long  term  waste- 
to-energy  operation.   This  memorandum  was  issued  by  Town  Selectmen. 

Our  remaining  effort  in  capping  the  landfill  involves  final  grading, 
learning,  and  seeding;  installing  access  controls;  and  sinking  one  final 
test  well  which  has  been  required  by  the  State.  We  hope  to  complete 
this  effort  by  June  1,  1985.  A  closure  report  will  have  to  be  addi- 
tionally drafted  and  sent  to  the  State.  Periodic  testing  of  ground- 
water will  be  assumed  by  the  Health  Officer,  as  we  expect  to  disband 
the  Committee  at  mid-year  1985. 

We  plan  on  continuing  to  work  closely  with  the  Town  Road  Agent  in  fur- 
ther improving  the  operational  aspects  of  the  transfer  station.  A  per- 
manent metal  trailer  will  be  installed  and  periodically  removed  in 
accordance  with  our  hauling  contract,  and  work  has  started  in  construc- 
ting an  access  ramp.  We  plan  to  have  the  accumulation  of  tires  re- 
moved in  the  spring.  The  odor  problem  associated  with  burning  brush 
and  rubble  has  been  substantially  diminished  through  the  removal  and 
compaction  of  plastic,  tar,  and  upholstered  products  and  can  be  further 
improved  through  installation  of  low  cost  air  draft  pits.  The  reduc- 
tion in  size  of  the  total  operation  may  even  permit  some  form  of  mud 
control  through  use  of  an  improved  road  cover  such  as  gravel  or  pea- 
stone  . 

Our  special  thanks  to  the  fine  effort  put  forth  by  Chick  Babneau,  Town 
Road  Agent,  and  Valerie  Holden,  Administrative  Assistant,  in  working 
with  us  during  this  busy  year.

In  1984,  fewer  new  homes  have  been  built.  Permits  for  additions  and 
alterations  have  nearly  doubled  this  past  year. 

I  would  like  to  remind  everyone  that  a  building  permit  is  required  for 
construction  over  $1,000.00  in  value.  All  new  homes  are  required,  by 
State  law,  to  have  smoke  detectors  installed. 

The  permits  issued  in  1984  are  as  follows: 

5  new  homes  $401,500.00 
14  additions  or  alterations         $330,000.00 

6  new  garages  $  52,000.00

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REPORT  OF  THE  HEALTH  OFFICER 

The  major  portion  of  time  in  1984  was  spent  on  small  sewage  dis- 
posal systems,  for  new  construction,  subdivision,  and  replacement  of 
failed  systems.  Assistance  was  given  to  land  and  home  owners,  and 
coordinated  with  designers  and  installers  -  particularly  in  regard 
to  the  more  restrictive  requirements  of  the  Town  relative  to  the  State 
requirements.   Specific  complaints  were  investigated  and  satisfied. 

A  complaint  regarding  possible  contamination  of  Stone  Pond  was 
reviewed  with  Bill  Boozer  of  the  Conservation  Commission.  Follow-up 
will  be  done  in  1985  to  determine  if  septic  seepage  may  be  a  factor 
in  the  prolific  growth  of  algae  'in  the  lake. 

Other  activities  included  assistance  in  drinking  water  sampling, 
attendance  at  meetings  in  Concord  on  State  regulations,  and  cooperation 
with  the  Solid  Waste  Committee.

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REPORT  OF  THE  DUBLIN  ROUTE  101 
BY-PASS  COMMITTEE 


1983  came  to  a  close  with  the  State  having  resurveyed  the  reconstruc- 
tion of  the  present  road  up  through  the  middle  of  the  village,  and 
the  PlN  Route  running  south  of  present  Route  101  from  Gerry  Road  to 
Upper  Jaffrey  Road,  then  parallel  to  the  Upper  Jaffrey  Road,  crossing 
Route  101  and  around  Cemetery  Cove  between  the  cemetery  and  the  lake. 
Both  of  these  possible  routes  were  condemned  by  the  Bypass  Committee 
as  being  unrealistic  and  no  solution  to  the  Bypass   location  problem. 

Our  negative  opinion  was  reinforced  when,  on  February  10th,  Dublin 
was  officially  notified  that  the  Dublin  Lake  Historical  District,  and 
the  Dublin  Village  Historical  District,  had  been  entered  in  the  Na- 
tional Register  of  Historic  Places.  This  listing  culminated  several 
years  of  extensive  research,  writing,  and  detail  work  by  a  subcom- 
mittee of  the  Dublin  Conservation  Commission  under  the  leadership  of 
William  Bauhan.  Both  of  the  bypass  routes  mentioned  above  would  in- 
trude on  one  or  the  other,  or  both,  of  the  now  listed  Historic  Dis- 
tricts . 

In  early  February  a  newly  formed  group  in  Marlborough,  calling  itself 
"Concerned  Citizens  of  Marlborough",  suggested  still  another  by-pass 
plan  involving  a  bypass  of  Marlborough's  Main  Street,  together  with 
a  shortened  form  of  a  Dublin  by-pass,  both  of  which  they  claimed  could 
be  built  for  less  money  than  any  of  the  alternate  routes  so  far  sug- 
gested for  Dublin  alone.  They  presented  plans  drawn  up  by  a  civil 
engineer  from  New  England  College,  employed  by  John  Hansel  of  Harris- 
ville  who  previously  had  been  opposed  to  any  bypass  ,  let  alone  two. 
The  Dublin  portion  of  the  plan  would  run  north  of  the  cemetery  and 
would  include  a  tunnel  east  of  Dublin  Lake  to  cross  Route  101  in  the 
vicinity  of  Upper  Jaffrey  Road.  In  effect,  the  Dublin  portion  of  the 
plan  was  a  variation  of  the  State's  F^N  Corridor  which  had  been  pre- 
sented at  the  Corridor  Hearing  of  November  1982.  Addition  of  a  Marl- 
borough bypass  to  that  corridor  appeared  to  the  Committee  to  be  an 
unnecessary  complicating  factor,  and  further  cause  for  delay  in  arriv- 
ing at  a  final  decision.   We  so  advised  the  State. 

By  this  time,  the  promised  date  for  issuance  of  the  State's  Supple- 
mental Environmental  Impact  Statement  had  been  revised  several  times, 
and  the  whole  project  seemed  to  have  slowed  down.  Accordingly,  in 
order  to  get  the  latest  information,  a  meeting  was  arranged  for  Feb. 
14th  with  Governor  Sununu,  Councilor  Streeter,  and  Commissioner  John 
Clements,  at  which  Selectman  Cuddihee,  Planning  Board  Chairman  Walsh, 
and  Subcommittee  Chairman  Whitney  were  present.  Governor  Sununu  and 
Commissioner  Clements  assure  us  that  the  Department  was  progressing 
on  the  Supplemental  EIS  as  rapidly  as  possible  and  was  still  planning 
on  a  final  Corridor  Hearing  in  late  spring.  However,  Governor  Sununu 
did  express  keen  interest  in  the  possibility  of  a  variation  of  the 
C  or  "Town  Line"  Corridor,  in  the  hope  of  arriving  at  a  compromise 
between  the  various  parties  who  objected  to  the  alternate  routes  sug- 
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gested  so  far.  He  felt  that,  if  a  compromise  could  be  arranged,  even 
if  the  route  would  be  more  expensive  to  build,  less  litigation  might 
face  the  State  when  the  final  decision  was  made,  thus  reducing  the 
total  cost.   We  were  to  hear  more  of  this  idea  shortly. 

On  March  22nd  the  "Concerned  Citizens  of  Marlborough"  held  an  open 
meeting  at  the  Harris  Center  in  Hancock  to  explain  their  Marlborough- 
Dublin   bypass   plan.    Mr.  Whitney,  for  the  Dublin  Committee,  spoke 
against  the  idea  of  trying  to  tie  the  two   bypasses  together,  pointing 
out  that  Dublin's  program  had  been  in  process  for  more  than  six  years, 
that  a  Corridor  Hearing  had  been  held,  and  that  a  final  decision  was 
promised  shortly.   He  noted  that  no  matter  which  corridor  was  selected 
for  Dublin,  Marlborough's   bypass   could  be  added  to  the  end  of  it 
since  the  Dublin   bypass  alignment  stopped  at  the  Dublin-Marlborough 
town  line.   In  addition,  since  the  State,  which  would  build  the  road, 
had  not  even  studied  the  Marlborough  portion  of  this  new  plan,  and 
did  not  agree  with  Marlborough's  figures  for  the  Dublin  portion,  Mr. 
Whitney  considered  the  total  cost  figure  claimed  for  the  two  bypasses, 
which  was  less  than  the  cost  of  Dublin's  alone,  to  be  unrealistic. 
To  compare  one  with  the  other  it  would  be  necessary  to  get  figures 
from  the  State.   Later  in  the  spring  the  Selectmen  of  Marlborough  also 
stated  their  opposition  to  the  bypass   route  proposed  by  the  "Con- 
cerned Citizens". 

By  the  end  of  March  it  was  evident  that  the  State  was  working  hard 
on  the  "compromise"  town  line  route.  On  April  10th  Mr.  Murphy  of  the 
Department  of  Public  Works  and  Highways,  announced  that  the  State  had 
designed  a  new  townline  route  and  had  chosen  it  as  the  "preferred 
route".  This  route  starts,  as  do  all  others,  on  the  east  in  the  vici- 
nity of  Gerry  Road,  runs  south  of  Route  101  for  a  short  distance, 
heads  north  crossing  Route  101  on  a  bridge  in  the  vicinity  of  the 
former  Summers  Sport  Shop,  curves  to  run  roughly  parallel  to  Route 
101  about  half  way  down  East  Harrisville  and  Monument  Roads  until  it 
gets  near  the  Dublin  School  lower  soccer  field.  Then  it  swings  north, 
running  roughly  parallel  to  New  Harrisville  Road  and  close  to  it,  cros- 
sing the  Dublin  School  ski  tow,  to  the  vicinity  of  the  Dublin-Harris- 
ville  town  line.  Running  parallel  to  the  town  line  until  it  crosses 
Harrisville  Road,  one  variation  curves  back  to  rejoin  Route  101  in 
the  vicinity  of  the  Dublin  Inn  (former  Renascence  House).  The  other 
runs  further  north  when  it  reaches  the  Dublin-Harrisville  town  line 
to  minimize  damage  to  houses  in  Harrisville  on  the  Old  Harrisville 
Road.  It  runs  south  of  Venable  Road  and  curves  back  south  to  follow 
the  same  route  as  Corridor  B3 ,  and  the  other  town  line  route,  joining 
Route  101  at  the  Dublin  Inn. 

Opposition  to  this  "preferred  route"  was  immediate  and  intense.  The 
Harrisville  Bypass  Committee  was  against  it  on  the  basis  that  part 
of  the  route  still  went  over  Harrisville  land.  The  Dublin  Subcommit- 
tee, alarmed  by  the  fact  that  at  its  eastern  end  it  goes  very  close 
to  many  houses  on  East  Harrisville  and  Monument  Roads,  made  up  a  map 
showing  the  location  and  owners  of  houses  close  to  the  proposed  road. 
On  May  1st  Mr.  Whitney  had  a  meeting  with  Mr.  Murphy  of  the  Department 
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of  Public  Works  and  Highways  and  Senator  White  in  order  to  point  out 
the  number  of  houses  that  would  be  affected  in  Dublin,  plus  the  Dublin 
School  ski  tow,  and  the  damage  to  large  properties  in  Harrisville. 

The  State  felt  that  it  was  a  viable  compromise,  as  requested  by  Gover- 
nor Sununu,  and  advised  that  an  Informational  Hearing  would  be  held 
in  June  to  discuss  the  route,  plus  the  results  of  various  studies  done 
since  the  Corridor  Hearing  of  1982.  The  Department  stated  that  all 
four  routes  were  still  under  consideration  -  B3 ,  Reconstruction  of 
Main  St.,  F''n,  and  the  "preferred"  route.  With  respect  to  F''N,  the 
Department  advised  that  it  was  considering  a  route  running  between 
the  cemetery  and  the  lake,  and  was  not  studying  any  route  behind  the 
cemetery,  nor  a  tunnel  under  Route  101.  Mr.  Murphy  stated  that  the 
Department  had  advised  Mr.  Hansel  and  Marlborough  residents  that  it 
would  not  consider  a  Marlborough  bypass  at  this  time. 

Despite  an  attempt  by  Mr.  Hansel  to  postpone  the  meeting,  the  Informa- 
tional Hearing  on  the  "preferred  route"  was  held  on  the  evening  of 
July  10th,  at  the  Peterborough  Amory.  On  July  2nd,  the  Dublin  Select- 
men had  sent  out  a  letter  to  all  Dublin  property  owners  stating  that 
in  their  opinion  the  "preferred  route"  "does  an  unacceptable  amount 
of  damage  to  Dublin",  and  urging  all  citizens  to  attend  the  meeting. 
A  similar  notice  was  posted  on  the  Yankee  bulletin  board.  The  reac- 
tion to  the  "preferred  route"  at  the  Hearing  was  almost  universally 
negative.  After  the  Hearing,  State  representatives  conceded  that  it 
had  little  or  nor  support  from  either  town.  However,  a  corridor  hear- 
ing would  have  to  be  held  on  it  at  a  later  date,  according  to  law, 
since  the  route  would  be  part  of  the  Supplemental  Environmental  Impact 
Statement  being  prepared.  The  date  of  issuance  of  that  document  had 
now  slipped  to  late  summer  or  early  fall. 

With  the  failure  of  the  compromise  route  to  gain  support.  Senator  Jean 
White  called  a  meeting  on  August  8th  for  Department  personnel,  a  repre- 
sentative from  the  Governor's  office,  Mr.  Hansel,  and  Mr.  Whitney, 
to  enable  Mr.  Hansel  to  explain  to  the  State  engineers  his  route  in 
the  F^  N  Corridor  with  the  bypass  running  north  of  the  cemetery  instead 
of  south  as  in  the  State's  plan.  Mr.  Hansel  presented  maps  prepared 
by  the  New  England  College  civil  engineer,  plus  a  model  of  the  route. 
This  no  longer  included  the  Marlborough  bypass  and  was  now  labeled 
the  "  Short  F"  corridor.  He  requested  the  State  to  make  official  cop- 
ies of  the  plans  on  State  format,  to  be  sent  to  the  two  towns  for  dis- 
play. After  considerable  discussion  the  State  agreed  to  this,  but 
made  it  clear  that  they  would  label  that  portion  of  the  route  which 
ran  north  of  the  cemetery  as  "not  recommended  by  the  Dept."  This  they 
did  and  the  plans  were  forwarded  to  the  Dublin  Selectmen  on  August 
13th. 

The  Selectmen,  in  a  letter  dated  August  27th,  advised  the  State  that 
while  they  believed  that  residents  should  be  aware  of  all  options  avail- 
able, they  felt  that  they  were  in  no  position  to  answer  the  many  ques- 
tions which  would  arise  if  the  maps  were  displayed  in  the  Dublin  Town 
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Hall.  They  suggested  that  the  proper  place  and  time  to  display  them 
would  be  at  the  Corridor  Hearing,  at  that  time  scheduled  for  November 
or  December.  Therefore,  they  declined  to  display  the  maps  in  the  Town 
Hall,  but  stated  that  they  were  available  for  anyone  wishing  to  see 
them. 

Because  of  the  number  of  claims  and  counter  claims,  new  routes  and 
variations  of  old  routes,  it  was  becoming  easy  for  everyone  to  become 
confused  as  to  the  status  of  the  project.  Accordingly,  on  October 
4th,  the  Dublin  Women's  Club  hosted  an  open  meeting  at  which  Mr.  Whit- 
ney spoke,  outlining  the  history  of  the  controversy  to  date,  and  the 
State's  proposed  schedule  for  future  action.  He  advised  that  the  Advi- 
sory Council  for  Historic  Preservation  felt  that  it  had  not  had  suffi- 
cient opportunity  to  take  testimony  at  the  two-day  Corridor  Hearing 
in  November  1982,  and  wanted  another  hearing.  The  State  had  persuaded 
the  Council  to  agree  to  a  joint  hearing  which  would  include  the  manda- 
tory Corridor  Hearing  for  the  "preferred  route".  It  was  planned  that 
this  joint  hearing  would  be  held  at  the  end  of  January  1985,  thirty 
days  after  issuance  of  the  Supplemental  EIS.  The  final  decision  on 
the  bypass  route  would  be  announced  in  June  1985. 

By  early  November  it  was  apparent  that  the  various  opponents  of  the 
B3  Corridor  had  joined  in  supporting  the  F""  N  route,  either  running 
between  the  cemetery  and  the  lake,  or  the  other  variation  running  north 
of  the  cemetery.  To  counter  this  a  group  of  Dublin  citizens  sent 
out  an  "Update"  letter  on  November  2nd  to  all  Dublin  residents,  compar- 
ing the  advantages  of  Corridor  B3  to  the  disadvantages  of  Corridor 
F''N,  and  urging  that  letters  of  support  for  B3  be  sent  to  Commissioner 
Clements . 

This  mailing  was  immediately  followed  by  one  from  a  newly  organized 
group  calling  itself  "Committee  on  Dublin  Alternatives"  (CODA).  ,  Some 
of  its  leaders  had  previously  been  opposed  to  any  bypass,  but  now  for 
the  first  time  they  were  quoted  as  saying  "make  no  mistake  about  it 
-  a  highway  will  be  built,  and  a  great  deal  sooner  than  many  of  us 
think."  This  group  was  in  favor  of  the  "Short  F  Corridor"  backed  by  Mr. 
Hansel  of  Harrisville.  They  planned  to  hold  meetings  in  Dublin  to  show 
the  maps  of  the  route,  and  to  conduct  a  telephone  poll  of  Dublin  resi- 
dents' bypass  preference. 

On  November  30  Commissioner  Clements  wrote  to  the  Selectmen  of  Dublin 
and  Harrisville,  officially  announcing  that  he  was  resigning  as  Commis- 
sioner as  of  December  31,  1984.  His  letter  contained  an  urgent  request 
that  the  Selectmen  of  both  towns  do  their  best  to  disseminate  informa- 
tion about  the  bypass  project  which  is  accurate,  and  to  stop  any  rumors 
promoted  by  interest  groups  not  based  on  facts  obtained  from  the  De- 
partment. He  stated  that  if  the  "preferred  route"  does  not  receive 
support  at  the  joint  Corridor  Hearing  to  be  held  in  the  spring  of  1985, 
the  Department  will  select  one  of  the  alternatives  still  under  consi- 
deration, listed  as  Corridors  B3 ,  F^N,  G  Modified,  and  Reconstruction. 
The  so-called  "Shortway"  falls  within  the  F''N  Corridor  and  would  be 
considered  as  part  of  F''N  if  the  "preferred  route"  is  dropped.

In  response  to  a  question  of  whether  the  process  could  not  be  speeded 
up  so  that  the  decision  could  be  made  before  Mr.  Clements  resigned, 
he  advised  that  the  various  steps  requiring  the  Supplemental  Impact 
Statement,  Corridor  Hearing,  etc.,  had  to  be  followed  carefully  to 
avoid  future  challenge.  He  was  sure,  however,  that  with  the  informa- 
tion at  hand  after  all  the  years  of  study,  the  new  Commissioner  would 
be  able  to  make  an  early  decision  after  the  spring  Corridor  hearing 
had  been  held. 

The  year  ended  with  the  results  of  the  telephone  poll  conducted  by 
the  Short  F  Corridor  group  being  attacked  on  several  fronts.  They 
had  managed  to  obtain  271  responses  from  individuals  or  families  repre- 
senting the  over  900  citizens  on  the  Dublin  Check  List.  Of  these, 
327o  were  in  favor  of  Corridor  B3 ,  25%  in  favor  of  the  Short  F  route, 
207o  had  no  preference,  and  the  balance  of  replies  were  scattered  be- 
tween various  routes  or  No  Build.  Numerous  residents  claimed  that 
no  one  had  gotten  in  touch  with  them,  others  felt  the  questions  were 
"slanted",  and  some  called  the  poll  "unprofessional".  On  December 
4th  the  Dublin  Conservation  Commission  wrote  Governor  Sununu,  with 
a  copy  to  Commissioner  Clements,  requesting  that  the  State  "select 
a  route  that  avoids  the  Dublin  Lake  watershed",  and  included  a  sketch 
of  the  boundaries  of  the  watershed  which  effectively  covers  the  area 
contemplated  around  the  lake  in  both  the  F^  N  Corridor  and  the  Short 
F  route. 

So,  we  end  1984  without  the  final  decision  we  had  earnestly  hoped  for 
at  the  end  of  last  year.  We  do  believe,  however,  that  the  end  is  in 
sight.  The  next  step  will  be  the  issuance  of  the  Supplemental  Environ- 
mental Impact  Statement  (EIS),  then  thirty  days  later  the  holding  of 
the  final  Corridor  Hearing.  This  is  presently  scheduled  for  late 
spring  1985  and  will  be  the  last  time  citizens  will  have  an  opportunity 
to  make  their  opinion  known  and  on  the  record.  The  final  decision 
of  the  Department  should  follow  shortly  after  the  Corridor  Hearing, 
provided  that  a  new  Commissioner  has  been  appointed  by  that  time. 

In  this  long  drawn  out,  often  delayed  controversy,  one  can  only  hope 
that  1985  will  see  a  final  decision  in  the  planning  process.  Years 
of  road  design,  litigation  and  construction  lie  ahead,  of  course,  be- 
fore a  bypass  will  become  a  reality.

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DUBLIN  PUBLIC  LIBRARY 

A  resolution  on  the  occasion  of  the  hundredth  anniversary  of  the 
Dublin  Public  Library  was  read  at  the  annual  town  meeting,  March  17, 
1984,  by  a  trustee,  as  a  formal  recognition  of  the  event,  a  copy  to 
be  spread  upon  the  official  minutes  of  the  town  meeting,  a  copy  to 
be  sent  to  the  New  Hampshire  State  Library,  and  a  copy  to  remain  in 
the  permanent  archives  of  the  Dublin  Public  Library. 

Mr.  William  Knorr,  photography  instructor  at  Keene  State  College 
and  photographer  for  the  Thorne  Sagendorph  Art  Gallery,  made  a  proposal 
which  was  accepted  by  the  trustees  for  the  reproduction,  storage,  and 
conservation  of  the  photographic  material  in  the  library.  Contact 
prints  have  been  made  from  glass  negatives  (one  hundred),  and  acid 
free  envelopes  purchased  for  the  protection  of  the  negatives.  Work 
will  continue  yearly  on  the  project  until  it  is  finished. 

Emergency  lights,  and  electronic  smoke  detectors,  have  been  in- 
stalled on  both  floors  of  the  library,  as  well  as  a  timed  street  light 
post  on  the  street  level,  and  a  light  over  the  door  on  the  ground 
level . 

Two  articles  passed  at  the  town  meeting,  one  for  the  purpose  of 
improving  access  and  egress  on  the  lower  level  floor,  and  the  other 
for  the  repainting  and  restaining  of  the  exterior  of  the  building, 
have  not  been  completed.  It  was  voted  by  the  trustees  that  an  archi- 
tect be  called  in  for  consultation  on  the  door.  Hopefully,  the  paint- 
ing will  be  done  in  the  early  spring. 

It  is  with  deep  appreciation  that  the  trustees  accepted  the  gift 
of  an  Apple  II  computer  from  Rob  Trowbridge,  publisher  of  Yankee  Pub- 
lishing Company,  for  the  library.  It  offers  an  opportunity  for  the 
children  and  many  adults  to  learn  information  in  new  ways.  The  compu- 
ter has  a  great  future  for  use  in  the  library  by  patrons  and  for  the 
library. 

It  is  with  appreciation  that  the  library  accepted  the  gift  of 
a  Sharp  copier  from  the  Dublin  Foundation.  This  is  their  second  signi- 
ficant gift  within  two  years,  the  first  being  the  16  mm  Bell  &  Howell 
movie  projector.  The  copier  is  already  in  great  use,  it  has  one  added 
feature  of  doing  3x5  cards  if  fed  manually.  What  an  asset  to  the 
Library! 

New  purchases  include  a  much  needed  12  tray  card  catalog  cabinet 
and  a  molded  book  displayer  holding  several  hundred  paper  backs. 

The  Dublin  Village  Open  House  held  in  August  was  a  happy  event, 
and  a  good  thought  for  the  annual  event  in  informing  the  community 
of  what  it  owns,  the  town  hall,  the  fire  department,  and  the  library 
participated  last  year.  The  Dublin  Fire  Company  set  up  their  huge 
green  and  white  tent  thinking  of  shelter  from  the  sun.   It  did  rain! 
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Lucy  Shonk,  chairman  of  the  Friends  of  the  Town  Hall,  presented  a  pla- 
que listing  the  donors  who  gave  toward  the  restoration  of  the  town 
hall,  and  thanked  her  committee. 

Children  of  the  community,  wearing  costumes,  enacted  a  sketch 
of  the  library's  early  history  and  some  of  its  many  benefactors.  A 
hundred  candle  lit  birthday  cake  was  served  to  celebrate  the  library's 
birthday.  With  balloons  and  picture  taking,  friends  meeting,  it  was 
an  occasion  not  to  be  forgotten! 

Our  circulation  is  as  follows:  2832  fiction,  2637  non-fiction, 
1191  juvenile:  a  total  of  6660  volumes.  Our  circulation  has  dropped 
in  recreational  reading,  however,  there  is  more  use  in  the  library 
of  reference  materials,  encyclopedias,  atlases,  local  history,  periodi- 
cals. Ten  films  were  shown  last  summer,  as  well  as  the  summer  reading 
program  and  party.  192  new  books  were  purchased.  Seven  trustees  meet- 
ings were  held,  plus  numerous  telephone  conversations.

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REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  ADJUSTMENT 

According  to  State  Law,  the  Board  of  Adjustment  "may  in  appropri- 
ate cases,  and  subject  to  appropriate  conditions  and  safeguards,  make 
special  exceptions  to  the  terms  of  the  ordinance,  in  harmony  with  its 
general  purpose  and  intent,  and  in  accordance  with  general  or  specific 
rules  therein  contained".  (RSA  31:66)  "Ordinance"  in  the  preceding 
sentence  refers  to  the  Zoning  Ordinance  adopted  by  the  Town. 

In  1984,  the  Board  of  Adjustment  acted  on  the  following: 

Approved  a  petition  for  Albert  and  Aline  Coutu,  operating  Honey- 
lane  Farm,  through  their  Attorney,  Leslie  C.  Nixon,  for  a  special  ex- 
ception to  operate  a  commercial  horse  stable  and  riding  ring,  and  fa- 
cility to  provide  riding  instruction,  and  horse  boarding,  for  a  maximum 
of  35  horses  at  one  time,  and  to  operate  a  boarding  camp,  and  provide 
lodging  and  serve  food  for,  a  maximum  of  28  campers  attending  the  camp 
operated  on  their  property;  and,  to  operate  a  tack  shop  as  a  home  occu- 
pation. These  uses  must  all  meet  local  and  State  health  ordinances. 
These  uses  shall  not  be  expanded  without  prior  approval  of  the  Town 
Officers  and  Board  of  Adjustment. 

Approved  a  petition  for  Harold  and  Hilda  Parsons,  to  change  the 
existing  restaurant  business  (The  Copper  Kettle)  on  Route  101,  for 
a  special  exception  to  operate  a  plumbing  shop,  and  maintain  a  single 
apartment  within  the  building  on  the  property. 

Approved  a  petition  for  Charles  J.  Bivona,  Jr.,  for  a  special 
exception  to  allow  a  branch  bank  in  Dublin  General  Store,  and  for  a 
variance  to  expand  the  present  porch  on  the  East  side  of  the  building 
approximately  80  square  feet.  Expansion  must  not  extend  beyond  the 
present  East  and  South  wall  of  the  building. 

Approved  a  petition  for  Yankee  Publishing,  Inc.,  for  a  special 
exception  to  establish  a  publishing  business  on  their  lot  on  the  Upper 
Harrisville  Road,  Tax  Map  16,  Lot  31. 

Approved  a  petition  for  Yankee  Publishing,  Inc.,  for  a  variance 
from  lot  size  (less  than  two  acres),  and  less  than  35  feet  from  the 
boundary  for  the  building  described  in  their  letter  of  May  24,  1984, 
from  Harvey  Chandler,  so  that  the  Selectmen  may  grant  a  building  per- 
mit . 

Approved  a  petition  for  Mary  Loftis,  for  a  variance  to  allow  the 
expansion  of  the  existing  garage;  the  enlargement  not  to  be  closer 
than  existing  structure,  so  that  the  Selectmen  can  grant  a  building 
permit . 

Approved  a  petition  for  Brian  Harden,  for  a  variance  to  build 
a  barn  24'  x  40'  on  the  back  of  his  lot,  provided  all  setback  require- 
ments are  met. 
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Approved  a  petition  for  Peter  M.  Hewitt,  for  a  variance  to  con- 
struct a  garage  that  does  not  meet  the  setback  rule  that  would  be 
less  than  14^  feet  to  property  line. 

Approved  a  petition  for  John  T.  Giblin,  for  a  special  exception 
to  remove  gravel  for  sale.  This  will  not  take  place  within  50  feet 
of  the  boundaries  unless  approval  to  be  as  close  as  10  feet  is  received 
in  writing  from  the  abutters.  This  approval  is  subject  to  approval 
by  the  Planning  Board. 

Approved  a  petition  for  William  T.  Shearer,  for  a  variance  to 
build  a  garage  which  will  be  20  feet  from  the  boundary  line. 

Approved  a  petition  for  William  A.  and  Susan  K.  Barker  for  a  vari- 
ance to  enlarge  their  present  garage  not  closer  than  8  feet  from  Dr. 
Crocker's  property,  and  not  closer  than  20  feet  from  the  Hewitt's  pro- 
perty. 

Approved  a  petition  for  Michael  and  Laurie  Walsh,  for  a  variance 
permitting  building  within  35  feet  from  the  setback.  This  enlargement 
will  be  18  feet  from  the  boundaries  of  the  lot. 

Approved  a  petition  for  Theodore  E.  and  Joan  Rajaniemi,  on  behalf 
of  Judy  DeLeon,  for  permission  to  operate  a  gift  shop  as  a  home  occu- 
pation in  the  barn  located  on  the  property.  All  parking  must  be  off 
Route  137.

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REPORT  OF  THE  CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 

The  commission  met  regularly  during  1984.  Attendance  was  good 
at  each  of  the  twenty-three  meetings  held. 

After  seven  years  of  service  to  the  commission,  Bill  Bauhan  found 
it  necessary  to  withdraw.  We  express  our  gratitude  for  his  many  con- 
tributions.  We  welcome  Betsey  Harris  as  a  replacement. 

Early  in  the  year,  the  commission  supported  the  Garden  Club  in 
its  clean  water  project  by  mailing  to  all  residents  the  Garden  Club's 
check  list  of  ways  in  which  property  owners  can  help  protect  the  quali- 
ty of  water  in  our  community. 

In  April,  the  Girl  Scouts,  with  the  commission's  support,  celebra- 
ted Arbor  Day  by  refurbishing  and  adding  to  the  garden  previously  esta- 
blished on  the  grounds  of  the  Dublin  Elementary  School. 

The  Annual  roadside  clean-up  took  place  on  May  5.  Prizes  were 
awarded  to  winners  of  the  poster  contest  at  the  Dublin  Elementary 
School,  and  a  picnic  lunch  was  provided  for  all  volunteers.-  Needless 
to  say,  the  success  of  this  event  was  due  to  the  willingness  of  so 
many  of  you  to  contribute  your  time  and  effort,  and  in  a  number  of 
cases,  your  vehicles.  The  pride  you  take  in  our  really  fine  town  and. 
your  willingness  to  work  hard  at  keeping  it  so  is  greatly  appreciated. 

In  June,  with  the  approval  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  we  accepted 
a  gift  of  some  12^  acres  in  the  Mud  Pond  area.  This  parcel  of  land, 
known  as  the  Clukay  Lot,  was  given  by  Mrs.  Lois  A.  Faulkner  in  memory 
of  her  grandfather,  Mr.  Charles  F.  Appleton.  It  is  to  be  held  in  its 
natural  state.  For  ourselves  and  for  the  town  we  express  our  apprecia- 
tion to  Mrs.  Faulkner. 

The  June  issue  of  Dublin  Dirt  was  devoted  entirely  to  the  town's 

Multiple  Resources  Nomination  to  the  National  Register  of  Historic 

Places  -  -  a  fitting  conclusion,  we  felt,  to  this  most  important  pro- 
ject . 

During  the  summer,  the  commission  again  contributed  to  the  Ocean 
Park  project.   This  Dublin  Elementary  School  program  makes  it  possible 
for  fifth  and  sixth  graders  to  participate  in  a  superior  camping  exper- 
ience -  -  one  designed  to  heighten  social,  as  well  as  environmental, 
awareness . 

The  reconstruction  of  the  Goldmine  Road  bridge  caused  concern 
to  many  townspeople.  The  commission,  in  responding  to  those  concerns, 
was  instrumental  in  getting  the  State  to  evaluate  the  project. 

Although  state  officials  agreed  with  the  commission,  and  other 
concerned  individuals,  that  certain  problems  existed,  the  project  had 
by  then  advanced  so  that  this  is  was  not  practicable  to  halt  construc- 
tion. The  bridge  was,  therefore,  completed  in  the  most  satisfactory 
manner  possible.    This  matter  is  mentioned  here  in  partial  answer  to 
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the  many  inquiries  we  have  received,  and  to  stress  several  points  which 
---  feel  are  most  important  in  future  work  of  this  sort,  namely: 

1)  The  town  has  the  same  obligation  as  the  individual  to  obtain 
necessary  state  permits  in  a  timely  manner. 

2)  Town  agencies,  such  as  the  Conservation  Commission,  which 
under  state  law  have  a  role  to  play  in  such  matters,  must  be 
brought  into  the  process  from  the  outset,  and 

3)  In  projects  such  as  this,  the  availability  of  technical  assis- 
tance from  the  State  or  from  other  sources  should  be  considered. 

In  recent  letters  to  Governor  Sununu  and  Commissioner  Clements 
the  subject  of  the  lOl  bypass,  the  commission  urged  that  the  State 
choose  a  route  which  will  avoid  the  Dublin  Lake  watershed. 


on 


First  steps  have  been  taken  to  establish  an  Open  Space  Committee. 
Such  a  committee  can  contribute  greatly  to  making  clear  the  importance 
of  open  space  in  a  town  such  as  ours,  in  appraising  how  we  now  stand 
in  this  regard,  and  particularly  in  working  with  various  town  agencies 
and  individuals  in  planning  for  the  best  use  for  our  unusually  favor- 
able environmental  resources.  In  this  connection,  three  members  of 
the  commission  attended  a  highly  informative  Harris  Center  presentation 
on  open  space,  and  maps  needed  for  the  project  are  now  being  prepared. 

During  the  year  we  continued  to  work  closely  with  the  New  Hamp- 
shire Association  of  Conservation  Commissions.  Three  members  of  our 
commission  attended  the  association's  annual  meeting,  which  focused 
on  the  protection  of  ground  water  resources. 

Throughout  the  year,  the  commission  involved  itself  directly  in 
the  building  permit  procedure,  the  processing  of  Dredge  and  Fill  per- 
mits, and  the  investigation  of  complaints  relating  to  environmental 
matters.  In  these  efforts  we  worked  closely  with  other  town  agencies. 
'We  were  regularly  represented  at  the  meeting  of  the  Planning  Board,  and 
the  Landfill  Committee.  The  various  environmentally-related  state 
agencies,  and  particularly  the  U.S.  Soil  Conservation  Service,  rendered 
valuable  assistance  on  a  number  of  occasions.  We  appreciate  the  help 
and  cooperation  we  have  received  from  all  of  these  sources. 

During  the  year,  a  number  of  individuals  called  to  our  attention 
important  environmental  problems.  We  appreciate  this.  Please  continue 
to  make  us  aware  of  your  concerns,  and  to  tell  us  how  you  feel  we  can 
best  serve  the  town.

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FIRE  DEPARTMENT  REPORT 

During  1984,  we  answered  167  emergency  calls,  and  47  non-emergency 
calls.  There  were  104  for  fire,  and  63  for  medical.  The  rescue  squad 
medical  calls  are  on  the  increase,  with  traffic  accidents  being  the 
most  serious.  The  four  fatal  accidents  handled  during  the  year  are 
not  a  pleasant  task  for  anyone! 

The  fire  situation  is  on  the  increase,  with  chimney  fires,  partition 
and  other  wood  heat  fires  becoming  a  problem.  With  the  continued  use 
of  wood  heat  over  the  past  10  years,  many  chimneys  are  not  holding 
up  to  Creosote  buildup  and  the  resulting  chimney  fires.  Also,  the 
walls  and  partitions  surrounding  these  chimneys  are  drying  out  to  the 
point  that  they  will  ignite  quite  easily. 

We  still  do  fire  stove  and  chimney  inspections  (as  required  by  many 
insurance  companies),  and  will  loan  our  chimney  cleaning  equipment 
to  anyone  wishing  to  clean  their  own  chimneys.  I  am  sure  that  some 
of  this  effort  has  been  worth  while  in  reducing  the  number  of  calls 
that  we  make  to  fires. 

The  State  of  New  Hampshire  smoke  detector  laws  have  helped  all  of  us, 
but  it  is  difficult  to  get  everyone  to  understand  what  is  expected 
of  them  in  order  to  comply  with  these  safety  regulations. 

Basically,  every  house  built  or  renovated  (equal  to  at  least  50%  of 
its  assessed  labor)  since  January  1,  1982,  must  have  wired  in  smoke 
detectors  on  each  floor,  and  in  every  common  stairway.  This  law  per- 
tains to  any  multi-family  or  rental  property  (tenants,  summer  rental, 
room  rental  or  apartment)  except  that  those  installations  may  be  of 
the  battery  type  detector.  However,  it  is  highly  recommended  that 
every  living  quarters  in  this  community  be  protected  by  smoke  detectors 
of  some  approved  type.  If  you  have  any  questions  on  this  matter,  con- 
tact the  Fire  Chief  at  563-8458,  and  I  will  help  all  I  can. 

Many  hours  were  spent  during  the  year  to  see  if  the  fire  house  is  loca- 
ted in  the  best  location  to  best  serve  the  community.  It  is  the  unani- 
mous decision  of  the  firemen  that  the  present  location  serves  best. 
At  this  point,  we  have  written  specifications  and  drawn  up  sketches 
of  what  is  necessary  to  update  the  present  building,  so  that  we  can 
operate  with  greater  safety  and  more  efficiency  than  with  the  present 
overcrowded  situation.  Rick  Monahan  is  now  drawing  up  prints,  and 
obtaining  prices  to  be  presented  at  the  1985  Town  Meeting. 

I  would  especially  like  to  thank  the  firemen,  police,  highway,  and 
all  other  town  departments  for  helping  us  to  help  others.  The  coopera- 
tion of  these  various  groups  is  invaluable.  I  feel  that  Dublin  has 
one  of  the  best  equipped  and  best  trained  departments  in  the  area  due 
to  the  faithful  members  and  reliable  resources.

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REPORT  OF  THE  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN  AND  STATE  FOREST  RANGER 

Our  first  forest  fire  prevention  law  was  enacted  by  our  State  Legisla- 
ture 90  years  ago.  This  early  law  set  in  place  a  cooperative  forest 
fire  prevention  and  suppression  effort  between  city  and  town  govern- 
ments and  State  government.  It  simply  stated  that  no  open  fire  could 
be  kindled,  when  the  ground  is  free  of  snow,  without  the  written  per- 
mission of  the  town/city  Forest  Fire  Warden.  This  law  also  stated 
that  anyone  kindling  a  fire  without  written  permission  shall  be  liable 
for  the  damage  caused  and  subject  to  a  $1,000  fine. 

During  the  past  90  years,  this  law  has  worked  so  well  that  it  has  re- 
mained unchanged.  All  open  fires,  when  the  ground  is  not  covered  with 
snow,  must  be  authorized  by  the  local  Forest  Fire  Warden.  Persons 
kindling  a  fire  without  a  permit  when  one  is  required  are  liable  for 
damages  caused,  fire  suppression  costs,  and  subject  to  a  $1,000  fine. 

This  cooperative  fire  prevention  law  has  contributed  significantly 
to  our  nationally  recognized  annual  forest  fire  loss  record.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SIDEWALK  COMMITTEE 


At  an  adjourned  Town  Meeting  held  on  April  30,  1983,  the  Town  voted 
to  construct  a  bicycle  path  on  land  to  be  granted  to  the  Town  under 
an  easement  by  the  Dublin  Lake  Club.  The  path  was  to  run  from  the  in- 
tersection of  Snow  Hill  Road,  Lake  Road,  and  Route  101,  westerly  paral- 
lel to  Route  101  across  the  Dublin  Lake  Club  exit  to  the  Dublin  Women's 
Club  beach. 

By  December  1st,  the  easement  had  been  arranged,  the  path  designed, 
and  bids  for  the  work  solicited.  On  December  21,  1983  Mr.  Norman  Davis 
of  Dublin  was  awarded  the  contract  for  constructing  a  path  approxi- 
mately 900  feet  in  length,  with  a  "hard  pack"  surface,  including  neces- 
sary fill  and  drainage  culverts  as  required,  for  a  total  cost  of  $10,000. 
The  job  was  to  be  done  as  early  as  possible  in  the  Spring  of  1984. 

Because  of  very  wet  weather  it  was  not  possible  to  get  equipment  on 
the  site  until  the  first  of  July.  The  path  was  completed  on  July  13th, 
including  placement  of  large  boulders  at  either  end  to  prevent  its  use 
by  motor  vehicles,  a  restriction  necessary  the  very  first  day  after 
completion!  The  Committee  was  pleased  with  the  job,  finding  it  neatly 
laid  out,  well-finished,  and  done  with  a  minimum  amount  of  brush  and 
tree  cutting.   It  was  approved  and  accepted  on  August  4,  1984. 

The  next  section  of  the  complete  project  to  be  considered,  from  Snow 
Hill  Road  to  Upper  Jaffrey  Road,  is  not  as  simple.  Mrs.  Kelly,  owner 
of  the  property  adjacent  to  the  south  side  of  Route  101  in  this  vicin- 
ity, has  reconsidered  her  tentative  agreement  to  grant  a  similar  ease- 
ment over  her  land,  pointing  out  that  a  path  would  have  to  climb  such 
a  steep  hill,  unless  extensive  excavation  were  done,  that  bicyclists 
and  walkers  would  probably  never  use  it,  finding  the  level  edge  of 
Route  101  easier. 

The  best  solution  for  this  section  appears  to  be  the  hard  surfacing 
of  the  present  wide  dirt  shoulder  for  about  six  to  ten  feet  outside 
the  State's  existing  paved  shoulder,  and  at  road  level.  The  path  would 
be  marked  off  from  the  State's  paved  shoulder  by  a  wide  white  painted 
stripe.  The  State  has  agreed  to  regrade  and  supply  crushed  gravel  for 
a  base  where  necessary,  if  the  Town  decides  on  this  solution. 

Costs  of  this  plan  will  be  determined  before  Town  Meeting,  and  voters 
will  have  a  chance  to  express  their  views  on  whether  to  go  ahead  with 
th.is  section,  as  outlined  above,  or  to  wait  until  another  summer  of 
experience  with  the  first  i^ection  has  proved  the  value  of  the  path.
